Kick number two is over a legislative 
report on my desk, from the committee 
appointed by our State Assembly to inves. 
gate the causes of the high prices of food 
necessities. They state that the canse ig 
because of the raise in the prices of raw 
material and of wages. In this they are 
half right and the other half wrong. Prices 
to'the consumer have risen fully forty per- 
cent on food necessities, according to their 
own report, and I do not think wages have 
risen any more than that. They pass the 
blame to the farmer and the wage-earner, 
whereas, there can be.no reasonable doubt 
but what at least half of the raise is due 
to excessive profiteering on the part of the 
‘maultiplicity of middle men through whose 
hands the commodities pass between the 
producer and the consumer. They suggest 
8 license system to all handling suck pro- 
ducts,.and that. the Railroad Commission 
be delegated power of supervision, similar 
to what it has now over corporations, pnb- 
lic utilities and some other things. “Noth- 


tirely out of the hands vf politicians and 
put it in the hands of men selected by the 
people for their special fitness for each 
and every duty, instead of in the hands of 
a lot of tax-eating commissions appointed 
by a governor who has no more backbone 
than a jelly-fish.

The board of trustees of El Cer- 
rito will hold a hearing this week in 
the matter of granting a license to 
the company which proposes to es- 
tablish jitney bus service between 
Richmond and Oakland. George W. 
Glum, C. E. Marshall and T. W. 
Adams appeared before the trus< 
tees several days ago and applied 
for the license. 

At the preliminary h®@aring of the 
application, representatives of the 
bus line running bétween the coun- 
ty line and Rodeo, and of the bus 
line running between between Rich- 
mond and Albany objected to the 
granting of the permit on the 
ground that there was not sufficient 
business for another company. 

City Attorney H. J. Wildegrube 
of El Cerrito was in favor of grant- 
ing the permit of the ground that 
neither of the objecting companies 
operated service between Richmond 
and Oakland and that it would be 
establishing a monopoly of business 
on public thoroughfares to refuse 
another company a license.
